Corn Avoids Frost, 
But Development 
Continues to Lag 


Below normal temperatures over 
most of the corn growing areas con- 
tinued to hamper the corn crop in its 
race with frost, the Cargill, Inc., crop 
bulletin reports. While most sections 
did receive several days of warm 
weather, cool nights and more than 
usual cloudy, rainy weather delayed 
maturity in many sections 

Rain was critically needed in east- 
ern sections of the Corn Belt and lo- 
cally elsewhere, Cargill says. Good 
filling is now assured, if weather per 
mits. Warm, dry weather is urgently 
needed in all sections 

In the northern half of the belt 
only a smal! percentage of the crop 
has reached the dent stage. A killing 
frost at normal or earlier dates would 
catch much of the crop before ma- 
turity and result in soft or chaffy 
corn. In southern areas, the corn is 
nearing maturity and by normal frost 
dates most of the crop will be out 
of danger

86% had reached that stage 

The percentage of the Iowa crop 
expected to mature without frost 
damage has improved some due to 
better temperature conditions, and 
observers now estimate about 69% 
of the crop will not be subject to 
serious frost injury 

The soybean crop has fared better 
than corn during the cool growing 
season, according to Cargill. Beans 
are maturing in southern states and 
as far north as southern Iowa and 
central Illinois, with most of the crop 
in that area out of danger of frost 
To the north, however, the crop is 
still filling and two more weeks of 
good growing weather is needed to 
mature the crop 
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ST. JOSEPH FEED CLUB

ST. JOSEPH, MO.—How a cus- 
tomer views the feed business was 
revealed to members of the St. Joseph 
Feed Club at the Sept. 12 meeting of 
the organization at the Chamber of 
Commerce here. A farmer-customer 
of some of the members was the prin- 
cipal speaker, and he gave his views 
of what is right and what is wrong

Among the points the speaker 
brought out were the following 

l. Formula feeds generally do a 
good job. In cases where they do 
not, it often is because the feeder 
is not following the manufacturer's 
directions in feeding the product 

2. As a rule farmers will not take 
sufficient time to read feeding in- 
structions. Printed folders and other 
literature of this kind are generally 
discarded. Instructions on the feed 
tag fare no better. Hence, the feed 
manufacturer has a difficult problem 
in getting used properly 
The speaker suggested it might be 
possible to have feeding instructions

What ere sleeper plays in feed mer- 
chandising? Let me illustrate. Sup- 
pose, for example, there are three 
feed dealers in a certain small town 
Each displays, advertises and mer- 
chandises in just about the same man- 
ner. You cannot point out very many 
differences among the three 

Then suddenly Dealer C seems to 
come to life. He tries out some adver- 
tising programs that are novel, dif 
ferent and attract attention. He maps 
out a cold canvass program which 
really gets farmers to thinking about 
better feeding programs. He sets up 
several] test feeder demonstrations 
right on prospects’ farms. 

Dealer C also launches a few feed- 
ing contests for livestock and poul- 
try feeders, and in general stirs up 
a lot of new interest in his area.

Dealer C hasn't discarded the 
straight, ordinary merchandising 
methods—not by a long shot. He has 
retained them because he knows that 
they are good for a certain amount of 
regular business. Such orthodox mer- 
chandising methods appeal to many 
prospects and customers. However, 
Dealer C has given his merchandis- 
ing program additional! vitality by his 
sleeper plays, and thereby has 
branched out and appeals to a wider 
prospect audience 

When the sales going gets tough, 
when competition becomes keener, 
there is always an increase in good 
sales promotion. Merchants instinc- 
tively know that that is the time to 
push all sales appeals in order to 
draw people into the stores.

Experiments Show 
Growth-Stimulating 
Effect of Antibiotics 


COLUMBIA, MO.—-Adding antibi 
otices to swine diets increased the 
rate of growth up to 18% and saved 
sp to 11% of the feed required to 
produce 100 Ib. pork in tests conduct 
ed at the Missouri College of Agri 
culture. A report on the experiments 
was made at the college's annua! fall 
feeders’ day, held in Columbia on 
Sept. 12 

A. G. Hogan, professor of animal 
nutrition, said there seems to be lit 
the doubt that the growth rate can 
be accelerated by antibiotics. The 
ories seem to agree, he said, that 
when antibiotics are effective, the 
feed intake increases and this in 
crease explains the more economical! 
gains 

Among the pointa brought out in 
Prof. Hogan's talk was that college 
specialists had found, in butchering 
the hogs fed antibiotic preparations 
that these animals showed a surplus 
f fat compared with lean meal, in 
licating that the antibiotics did not 
produce bone and muscle growth as 
much as fat

Flour Production,

Sales Costs Rise 

10% in Past Year 
CHICAGO — The cost of milling 

and selling a sack of flour during 

the 1949-50 crop year was approxi- 

mately 10% higher than the produc- 


tion and sales cost during the pre- 
ceding crop year, according to data 


| collected for the annual analysis of 


milling costs, made by the Millers 
National Federation 


The increase in production and 


| sales costs was general throughout 


the country and in all mill size 
groups, an official of the federation 





said. He added that the increase 
was one of the largest to take place 
in the 2 years in which the annual 
analysis has been made. 

“The data submitted by 153 mills 
indicate pretty clearly that all ma- 
jor expense categories shared in the 
increase in costs,” the federation of- 
ficial said. “Part of the increase is, 
of course, attributable to the fact 
that the average operating rate de- 
clined about 8 percentage points dur- 
ing the past year.” 

Decline in operating rate does not 
account for the total increase, how- 
ever. It was pointed out that the 
cost figures cited are averaged for 
the past crop year, and therefore the 
effect of the recent wage increase is 
not included. The effect of other 
costs which increased during the 
course of the year is only partially 
reflected in the year's averages, the 
federation spokesman explained

but the thing which is desirable in 
one instance is not so desirable in 
the other. While every feed dealer | 
likes to turn his merchandise many 
times during the year, thus making | 
the most use of his invested capital, 
no alert dealer likes to have a high | 
customer turnover rate. In fact the | 
lower the customer turnover rate, the 
better a dealer should like it; for a 
low rate in this respect means that 
the dealer is giving his customers 
such good service that they keep com- 
ing back to make additional pur- 
chases 
You have a customer turnover rate 
whether you like it or not. And it 
will pay you to study this turnover 
rate, to get it as low as possible 
When a customer buys only once or 
twice from your feed establishment 
and then doesn't show up again, it 
usually means that he has gone else 
where to buy. Why’ If you knew the 
answer to that question, you could 
try to remedy the situation and get 
the customer to come back 
It has been estimated 
merchandising experts that it 
from $5 to $30 in sales promotion 
dollars to win a new customer. There- | 
fore, if you lose a customer for one 
reason or another, it means that you | 
will have to spend $5 or more to get 
another to take his place. Thus, the 
higher the customer turnover rate 
the more expensive it becomes for the 
feed dealer

The feed man probably knows most 
of his customers by name, whether 
they buy for cash or credit. By going 
over this list of customers carefully 
he can soon spot a number who ap 
parently are buying only a little from 


him and some who have not made any 
purchases for a long time 

What do you do in a case like this’ 
Alert merchandising calls for a letter 
of invitation. Tell the custorner who 
has strayed away that you have not 
noticed him at your store recently 
Tell him that you value his business 
Invite him to return. Quote a few 
good buys to him in the letter if you 
wish. And also tell him that if he has 
any complaint against your firm, he 
should tell you about it and you'll 
be glad to do what you can to adjust 
matters 

Do such letters produce results’ 
Tests show that they do. Many cus- 
tormers like to be invited to buy at 
» certain store. Recently I heard 
a manufacturer complain to a jobber 
friend that he had not made any pur- 
chases from him in months. To which 
the astonished jobber replied, “Why, 
you didn’t ask me!” 

Never take a customer's business 
for granted. Ask him periodically to 
buy, and do it either personally or by 
direct mail. Put the buying suggestion 
his mind. If you do not com 
with him in one way or 
another over a long period of time 
he'll think that you have lost interest 
in him for one reason or another. He 
then goes elsewhere where he may 
get a better reception or a warm in 
vitation. Customers are very human 
They respond to friendliness. Make 
use of this asset to reduce your cus 
tomer turnover rate 

Magazine publishers get excellent 
results when they write to former 
subscribers and ask them to subscribe 
once again for a magazine the readers 
may have discontinued one or two 
years before. In fact, circulation man 
agers of many large national maga 
zines say they get the highest return

worth retaining in your merchandis- 
ing schedule, some on a regular, some 
on an occasional basis. In either 
event, your merchandising will be 
much more varied and effective 

Take the following idea, for exam- 
ple: Suppose, you as a dealer take 
special pains to welcome new farm 
residents to your community. You 
could send them a letter of welcome, 
enclosing in it information about your 
community and its business and so- 
cial life, churches, etc. Invite the 
farmer and his family to come to visit 
you and to make your store their 
shopping headquarters 

Then, one week after you send the 
letter, visit that new resident in per- 
son. Say that you called on them 
to see if there is anything you can 
do to make their adjustment period 
more pleasant. You'll make many 
friends that way, and you'll win many 
new customers. 

Suppose you had to make 10 such 
calls a month. That would not take 
much time, would it? On the basis 
of one year it would mean effective 
personal calls on 120 new residents, 
many of whom would then become 
your customers 

If you didn't make those personal 
calls on new residents and send the 
welcome letters, would you get just 
as many of them as customers? I 
doubt if you would even get 10% 
of them 

Such an idea, a simple sales pro- 
motiona! idea, can be called a sleeper 
play in feed merchandising because 
it is not done by all dealers in an 
area. And at the end of the year 
you'll be amazed to find out how 
many new customers you have gained 
through this method and how much 
extra business you have done

Harvest Drying 
of Soybeans 


By R. E. Carlyle 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The accom- 

panying article is an excerpt from an 
address by KR. E. Cartyle of the Men- 
sante Chemical Co., St. Louis, at the 
annual convention of the American 
Seybean Assn., Aug. 78-30 at Spring- 
feid, IL. 


Te: action is often erroneous- 
ly referred to as defoliation 
Actually in artificially or 
chemically drying beans for harvest- 
ing, more than defoliation is needed 
In this case a duplication of the ef- 
fect of a rather severe early frost 
is the desirable answer. Ordinarily, 
a farmer has to wait for a frost to 
accomplish this task. This, however, 
has several disadvantages. Very often 
the beans ripen unevenly and the 
more mature drier pods shatter re- 
sulting in loss of beans. Secondly, 
quite often frosts occur too late in 
the season to allow a farmer to take 
advantage of higher prices that often 
prevail earlier in the season 

On the other hand, harvesting the 
beans before the foliage is dry is 
attended by several difficulties. First 
the green seeds go into the hopper 
along with the mature dry seeds 
and raise the moisture content to 
undesirable levels. (These green 
beans, sometimes referred to as 
“roasting ear beans” dry rapidly 
when the beans are treated with 
chemical and become an asset in- 
stead of a hazard.) Also, large quan- 
tities of green vegetation cannot be 
easily combined as the machine is 
not designed to handle such mate- 


rial. The presence of green weeds 
amplifies the trouble. In addition, if 
the pod is not brittle and dry, yields 


are materially reduced as the pods 
do not shatter and release the beans 
in all cases 





The problem then was to find a 
cheap controllable duplication for 
early frost. In some large local ex 
periments on Valley Farms, Inc., at 
Carroliton, IL, it was learned that 
low volume sprays of pentachloro-

The tests consisted of pentachioro- 
phenol formulations applied by plane 
at 2, 4 and 6 gal. per acre. Actually, 
very little difference could be seen 
between the 2 and 6 gal. rates ex- 
cept where a great many green weeds 
were present. In such cases, 4 gal 
or more were necessary, particu- 
larly if the weeds were predominant- 


ly grasses. Generally speaking, be- 
tween 2 and 3 gal. per acre is ade- 
quate 


Several beneficial results were not- 
ed from the Carroliton tests. In all 
cases (rain not intervening) four 
days after spraying, soybeans had be- 
gun to drop their leaves and were 
dried until the moisture content was 
under 14%; grasses had dried enough 
that they did not materially hinder 
combining operations — other weeds 
were so dry and brittle as to be 
hardly noticeable. Also, the chemical 
treatment killed large numbers of 





weeds that would otherwise have 
gone to seed at a later date. Finally, 
treated fields gave materia! yield in- 
creases. These higher yrelds were un- 
doubtedly due to increased efficiency 
of the combining operation made pos- 
sible by the chemical drying of all 
green foliage and to the saving ef 
fected by the prevention of shatter- 
ing losses

6. Drouth seasons most certainly 
bring about vitamin and other nutri- 
tional deficiencies as well as short 
quantities of feed and serious water 
problems.

There are other important nutri- 
tional problems which are currently 
being studied in nutrition research. 
Some of them are critical and costly; 
others are mostly of management 
and common sense kinds. They are 
merely listed here without any order 
of importance: enterotoxemia, white 
muscle disease, micronutrient re- 
quirements and functions, minimum 
protein levels, special pelleting for 
palatability or for balancing rations, 
synthetic milk, urea nitrogen, physi- 
cal balances of the ration, urinary 
calculi as well as other problems of 
both greater and lesser importance.

Encourages Feeding 
The amount of Canadian feed 
wheat which may move into the U.S. 
is difficult to determine. The Cana- 
dian government has attempted to 
stimulate livestock expansion in the 
prairie provinces, and $1 feed wheat 
may be more attractive in terms of 
livestock, USDA officials declare 

The total amount of Canadian feed 
wheat which could be available to 
the U.S. this year is not more than 
the amount of corn which will be 
channeled into the domestic indus- 
trial alcohol program. The National 
Security Resources Board officials 
said this week that the synthetic 
rubber and explosive program indi- 
cates an alcohol demand of 150 mil- 
lion gallons in addition to normal 
requirements for civilian use. This 
means a new corn equivalent de- 
mand of 60-75 million bushels 

Mr. Berger does not agree with 
those who forecast large amounts of 
soft corn this year. He says that 
his observations reveal that the 
crop is further along in the Corn 
Belt than most observers will admit 
and that in the recent weeks the 
crop has matured more rapidly than 
seen earlier.

These 
birds average around six pounds 
dressed. 

Hog feeds and concentrates are in 
good demand, influenced by favorable 


market prices of hogs. Dairy feed | 


trade still is curtailed by mostly fa- 
vorable pastures throughout the cen 
tral states area. 

Reports from eastern states indi- 
cate a growing shortage of boxcars 
which has become critical in some 
areas. This has caused feed dealers 
to become more alert toward antici- 
pating future requirements and not 
letting inventories get too low before 
reordering 

Production of central states for- 
mula milis continues at five days a 
week, with most plants having com- 
fortable backlog orders equal to four 
or five days’ running time 

Combining of soybeans is under 
way in Illinois and the crop appears 
safe from frost. Corn, however, still 
is in danger of frost damage in north- 
ern parts of the belt

Cooler Weather 
Expected to Hike 
California Sales 


Trading in feedstuffs continues 
quiet in southern California, and 
prices on formula feeds declined 
about $1 a ton, reflecting somewhat 
lower replacement costs on concen 
trates 

As a result of cooler weather this 
past week, increased feed consump 
tion by both chickens and maturing 
turkeys is anticipated, and feed mix 
ers are of the opinion that the de- 
mand for formula feeds will definite- 
ly improve within the next two to 
three weeks 

Resale offerings below current quo- 
tations on a number of commodities 
have depressed not only these mar- 
kets but have had a weakening ef- 
fect on allied materials 
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
